Havana, April 12.—The Cuban constitu- 
tional convention placed itself upon rec- 
ord today against the Platt amendment 
by a vote of 18 to 10 on a resolution that 
the convention should declare itself op- 
posed to the amendment “‘on account of 
the terms of some of the clauses, and 
the way in which they are drawn, and 
also on account of the contents of others, 
éspecially clauses III, VI and VII.” 

The conservatives assert that this ac- 
tion is embarrassing, inasmuch as it prac- 
tically ties the hands of any commission 
that might be sent to Washington. 

Newspaper Men Failed. 

Senors Torrel and Urritis, respectively 
the editor and director of El Estivador, 
the organ of the stevedores and lighter- 
men, have been sentenced by the captain 
of port of Havana, Lieutenant Command- 
er Lucien Young, to thirty and sixty 
days’ imprisonment respeetively. They 
were | charged with the publication of 
libellous ‘articles ‘ntended to invite trou- 
ble among the dock laborers of Havana. 

At. a iate hour this afternoon both men 
Were released. It is admitted that Lieu- 
- tenant Commander Young’s court had 
jurisdiction in the matter of sentence, 
but he considered that his object had 
been attained in making an example of 
two agitators who, it is alleged, were at 
the bottem°of the recent labor troubles 
and. who had been even more recently 

in inciting ancther strike. 
“fotitier” strife was settled by a 
‘Wy al! parties to regatd 
er ‘of Wages drawn tip and pub-- 
in the official Gazette, as the law, 
El Eastivador had been attacking the

The legal authorities have granted per- 
mission to Charles F. W. Neely to sell 
the brick yard and land in Havana stand- 
ing in his name. The money realized will 
be turned over to the court and kept in 
trust until a decision is reached in con- 
nection with his alleged embezzlement of 
postal funds. 

No Modification, Says Spooner. 

Washington, April. 12.—‘‘Congress has 
defined the relations which shall exist 
between the United States and Cuba, and 
in my judgment it will not agree to any 
modification,” said Senator Spooner, 
member of the senate committee on re- 
lations with Cuba, after a conference at 
the war department with Secretary Root. 
The terms offered Cuba, Senator Spoon- 
er continued, are more in the interest 
of thé island than that of the United 
States. I am confident that the mass of 
the peorie of the island appreciate the 
unselfish attitude of this government, 
and if they had an opportunity to declare 
their views they. would unhesitatingly 
approve the relations as defined by con- 


The attention of the senator was called 
to the suggestion that General Wood 
should dissolve the convention and issue 
.@ call for another, the people at the 
time of the election of delegates to vote 
upon the ,question of the acceptance of 
the Platt amendment. 

“I have seen that report,’”’ he said. “I 
know nothing about it. I believe, how- 
ever, that the convention after further 
consideration of the matter will come to 
the conclusion that the wise course to 
pursue is to incorporate in the constitu- 
tion the terms offered them.” 

Another step toward the establishment 
of full civil government in Cuba was 
taken today by the appointment by Gen- 
eral Wood of Ernest Fonts y Sterling as 
Geputy auditor of the island. Sefor 
Fonts has been discharging similar du- 
ties. for some time past under Major 
Ladd, but is now reappointed as a purely 
civil official.

Pittsburg. Pa., April 12.—There has 
séarcely been a more eventful day in the 
annals of the Pittsburg police than to- 
day. Thomas D. Khane, a Mount Wasbh- 
ington grocer, was shot and killed in his 
hcme’ by three burglars while ‘lefending 
his wife, who was being chloroformed. 

A few hours later the rendezvous of the 
felons was discovered at 32 Fulton street, 
and a “force of detectives put to work on 
the care. In a desperate fight which 
‘followed City Detective Patrick E. Fitz- 
gerald was instantly killed and one of 
the robbers, who gave his name as Ed- 
ward Wright, who fired the shots that 
killed Fitzgerald, was badly wounded. 
Two male and two female members ot 
the robber zang ‘were arrested and dia- 
monds and other booty worth from 3%3,- 
000 to $4,000 recovered. The whole of the 
gang is believed to be in custody and the 
detectives have evidence that the men 
are responsible for the numerous bur- 
glaries of the past month or two in and 
arcund this clty. 

The wounced prisoner was removed to 
Mercy hospitel, where it is said he may 
recover, although he was shot three 
times. The athers arrested gave their 
names as Rovert Wilcox and ‘Ais ‘wife, 
Jennie: J. B. Wright, a brothef of the 
murderer, and a woman said to be. his 
wife. They were taken to Central sta- 
tion,. where, it wes learned, that all were 
from Chicago. is said te, be: 
known in that eity as ‘Kia’ Nichols.

MEN WITH. GUNS: WANTED 
BY GOVERNOR TAYLOR 


Witness Ditto Swore That Ripley

Frankfort. Ky., April 12.—The prosecu- 
tion will conelude its testimony in -the 
Ripley case tomorrow. The defense. will 
move for peremptory instructions for a 
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verdict for acquittal. The lawyers for 
the prosecution do not Believe this will 
be sugtained, in view of the ruling of 
the court permitting the introduction of 
the evidence as to the conspiracy and 
overruling the objections of the defense 
on’ this noint. They assert that the evi- 
dghce ot exg adiey and Judge 
away te pre- 
clude pevaennebel instructions. 


The testimony today was largely a 


( repetition of that in forme® trials, chiefly 
es to threats: made by various persons 
against democratic officials. 


Senator Newton Frazier, of Shelby 
county, testified first today. His testi- 
mony related to the big mountain mass 
meeting January 25th at which he heard 
threats against all the democratic mem- 
bers of the legislature. The defense is 
reserving exceptions to all testimony of 
this character and passes witnesses who 
testify only to these matters without 
cross-examination. 

Ed Steffee told of seeing Goebel fall 
and seeing a gun which was pointing 
from the secretary of state’s office drawn 
back as the window was lowered. 

Taylor Wanted Guns. 

Silas Jones, of Whitley county. who 
came with the mountain men January 
25th, said he styyed in the governor's 
office much of the time when here. He 
repeated his statement made in former 
trials that Governor Taylor told him heé 
had as well be at home, as he, the wit- 
ness, had not brought his gun with him. 

Adjutant General Murray identified 
some letters found in’ his office after 
General Collier retired. One from Caleb 
Powers addressed to General Collier 
January 22d asked for official orders 
calling out the London and Barboursville 
troops, as the officers ‘of those companies 
had refused to go to Frankfort except 
under regular orders. The letter closed 
with the expression: 

‘‘We have undertaken a grave matter 
and must have these men at Frankfort.”’ 

This evidence also went in over the 
objections of the defense and without 
cross-examination on that side. 

Graham Vreeland, a newspaper corre- 
spondent, testified to disorderly conduct 
on the part of the mountain men January 
25th. He heard J. B. Matthews, then as- 
sistant secretary of state, call out to a 
crowd nearly all of whom were drunk: 

“Boys, come on, let’s go over there and 
get that — — — Goebel.”’ 

Captain Hahn, of one of the Bar- 
boursville companies, testified that Ca- 
leb Powers told him to bring his com- 
pany to Frankfort January 25th. and told 
him that after they got to Frankfort 
Governor Taylor would issue an order 
calling them out. He declined unless 
Taylor would send telegraphic orders in 
advance. Powers said he did not want 
to use the wires, as he could not afford 
to have anything revealed. 

Captain Watkins, of Williamsburg, 
said Powers told him the presence of a 
big crowd of mountain men would be 
taken by Governor Taylor as a pretext 
for calling out the troops and wanted 
him also to take his company to Frank- 
fort without orders, but with the assury- 
ance they would be put into service as 
soon as they arrived here. Watkins d¢ 
clined to do this. 

Guns in State House. 

McKenzie Todd,.who served under Gov- 
ernor Taylor’s administration as his pri- 
vate secretary, repeated his former tes- 
timony as to Henry Youtsey, whom he 
saw in Caleb Powers's office with a gun 
on the day Representative Berry. repub- 
lican, was unseated. Youtsey had the 
gun pointed out the window and said 
he was going to protect the building. as 
trouble would be started in the legisla- 
ture. He persuaded Youtsey to put his 
gun away. Youtsey called his attention 
to several guns which were hid in Pow- 
ers’s office. : 

Witness did not see Youtsey January 
30th till after the shooting. The shots 
sounded to witness as if fired from the 
secretary of state's office. When the oc- 
cupants of the governor’s office heard 
cele had happened Captain John Davis 
said:

TEARS BOSTOCK 


"Loo" Proprietor Is Fearfully. 


Laceraled by Rajah, 
TRAINER SAVED BOSTOCK 


Feared by Surgeons That the Injured 
Man Will Lose an Arm—Tiger 
Became Enraged When 
Commanded To Do 
Some Tricks. 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 12.—Rajah, the 
Bengal tiger that fatally injured one of 
the keepers at <he zoo in this city sev- 
eral months ago, after a desperate fight 
in the animal's czge, today attacked 
Frank C. Bostock, proprietor of the zoo, 
ano dangerously injtred him. It is feared 
by the surgeons that Bostock will lose 
his left arm. His right leg and his face 
were badly lacerated. 

Preparations were being made at the 
zoo to ship Rajah, with several other 
onimals, to the Pan-American exposition 
at Buffalo. Mr. Bcstock had just arrived 
fram Baltimore to direct the work. He 
teck Rajah into the arena this morning 
with the intention of rutting him through 
some tricks. Bostock wore a heavy wire 
mask over his head and neck and carried 
& revolver and club. 

At the conclusion of the exercise the 
beast was released end started tower 
his cage along a winding passageway 
frcm the arena to the rear of the cages.. 
In this narrow place the animal suddenly 
leaped upon Bostock and forced him to 
the floor. Bostock’s left arm was torn 
by the tiger’s fangs. The*mask was 
broken open and the tiger was gnashinzg 
at his victim’s face when a trainer rushed 
to the rescue and drove the enraged beast 
to his cage after firing several shots into 
bis body. 


“RACE PROBEEMS DISCUSSED. 


At Meeting of Academy of Political 
and Social Science. 
Philadelphia, April 12.—The: fifth annual 
meeting of the American Academy of Po- 
litica] amd Social Science began here to- 
day and wil] continue tomorrow and to- 
morrow night. There is a full attendance 
of the membership of the academy. The 
general topic for discussion is ‘‘America’s 
Race Problems,’’ and the many phases of 
that subject were ably discussed today 
by men well known the country over. 
The annual address was delivered tonight 
by Professor Edwanmi A. Ross, formerly 
of Leland Stanford, Jr., university, and 
now a members of the faculty of the 
University of Nebraska, who spoke on 

“The Causes of Race Superiority.”’ 

Samuel McCune Lindsay, president of 
the academy, preceded Professor Ross 
with an address reviewing the work of 
the academy during the past year. 


Artist Cassidy Shoots Himself. 

Chicago, April 12.—Bert Cassidy, one of 
the best known newspaper men and art- 
ists in the west. shot and fatally wounded 
himself today while standing in the local 
rooms of The Daily News, with which pa- 
per he was associated. Family troubles 
are believed to have caused the deed. 
Cassidy was one of the first in the plate 
illustrating business. He was seventy- 
eight years old. 


NO STATE CONTROL 
OF SCHOOL SYSTEM, 


CALL DOWN BISHOP CLARK 


His Conferes Think He ‘Assumes 
Too Much Authority. 


SIGNS AS A PRESIDING BISHOP 


Other Bishops Hold No Such Title Is 
Found in Protestant Episco- 
pal Canons. 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 12.—Prctestant 
Fpiscopal Bishops McLaren, of Chicago: 
Grafton, of Fond Du Lac: Nicholson, of 
Milwaukee; Willfams, cf Marquette; and 
Francis, of Indiama, and Coadjutor Bish- 
ons Wiiliams, of Nebraska, and Ander- 
son, of Chicago, today sent Bishop Clark, 
of Rhode Island, presiding bishop of the 
Protestant Episcopal house of bishops, a 
protest against his use of the title “pre- 
sid'ng bishos of the church,” which, it is 
claimed, he did in’an official communica- 
tion published in The Churchman in De- 
cember, ‘‘disclaiming amy responsibility 
for the violation of the rwhries and the 
introduction of vestments having no au- 
thority or use in the church,’ which, he 
claims, was done on the occasion of the 
consecration of Fond Du Lac a few 
months ago. 

At this consecrattion copes, mitres and 
Episcopal staffs were used and the ser- 
vice was interpolated with special ru- 
brics. 

In The Churchman Bishop Clark pub- 
lished an “official communication from 
the presiding bishop,”’ in which he for- 
mally made the disclaimer of responsi- 
bility for their ‘interjection or use, and 
his signature to this disclaimer as ‘“‘pre- 
siding Mshop of the church" brought out 
the address which was forwarded today 
by the eight bishops. The address says: 

“We cannot recognize you as holding 
any arohiepiscopal or judicial reiation to 
our action. We decline to offer any plea 
whatever in the face of charges emanat- 
ing from one who is absobute'y devoid of 
any judicial relation to that. action. 

“The title, ‘presiding bishop of the 
church,’ is not found in our canon law. 
It would ‘be very unfortunate if there 
should exist in the Protestant Episcopal 
church (and there are many who fear it 
does exist) a process ur evolution which 
would end {n clothing the senior bishop 
with metropolitical powers not conferred 
by the constitution; but drifts afid ten- 
dencies often exercise influence where the 
mind is umeuspicious of tthe logical ter- 
minus ad quem. This partie¢ular drift and 
tendenty. can only be checked by protest 


and exposure so that the*church may te, 


put on its guard agatnst tHe subtle en- 
erozohments ofa <¢entralizing ality! 
which would work irreparable harm to 
religion and endanger our liberties as 
churchmen.”’

PHILIPPINE POSTAL SERVICE. 


Postmaster General Smith Says 
There Has Been No Fraud. 

Washington, April 12.—6, W, Vaille, 
formerly director general of posts in the 
Philippines. and now an assistant super- 
intendent of the railway mail service, was 
here today in connection with the state- 
ment in the report from Auditor Lawshe, 
at Manila. that ‘‘the accounts of the pos- 
tal service were very unsatisfactory.” 
Mr. Vaille established: the service in the 
Philippines and remained there until 
several] months ago. He was called here 
from Philadelvhia at the request of the 
postmaster general. with a view to ex- 
plaining the facts in the case. 

He explained that possible confusion 
arising from a change in accounting sys- 
tems made just before the arrival of Mr. 
Lawshe might have led to Mr. Lawshe's 
statement. This. he said. was the basis, 
unless something recent had been de- 
veloped. of which he knew nothing. 

Postmaster General Smith said later 
that the further the matter had been 
probed into the better showing it gave 
for the service: that there had been no 
intimation of discrepancies of any sort, 
either in Mr. Lawshe’s report or in the 
subsequent consideration of the matter, 
and that it apparently was wholly a 
question of the form of the accounting.

Declaration of Church's Poston 
on Education Adopted by. 
Chicayo Conference, 
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CHRISTIANITY IN PERIL, 
ASSERTS RECTOR. CONATY 


He Inveighs Against “Arrogance 
and Tyranny” of Educational 
Legislation and Says That 
Catholics Will Not 
Bend Knee, 


Chicago, April 12.—A declaration of thé 
Catholic positien on education in thé 
United States was adopted today at the 
closing session of the national confer- 
ence of the Association of Catholic Col- 
leges. The resolutions comprising the 
declaration received the unanimous aa- 
sent of the representdtives of seventy dif- 
ferent colleges, practically the entire col- 
legiate system of the Catholic church in 
America. The delegates on adjourning 
were enthusiastic over the results of their 
labors, feeling confident that the cone- 
ference has been a marked success, 

The Declaration Adopted. 

The declaration adopted was as follows? 

‘1. That this Association of Catholic 
Colleges request its president, Rt. Rev. 
Thomas Conaty, to respectfully call the 
attention of the bishops of the United 
States, at their annual meeting, to the 
work of this conference in regard to our 
collegiate conditions, and especially to the 
importance of the high school movement, 

“2. That the tendency of educational 
legislation forces us to warn our Catho- 
lic people of the systematic and well- 
defined effort in certain quarters toward 
absolute state control in education, there- 
by threatening and crippling all private 
educational effort, thus depriving a large 
proportion of the citizens déf the liberty 
of maintaining schoolg te which their

‘S$. That we oaniten legislaters of the 


rights of conscience guaranteed to w 
by our American citizenship, and call 


their attention to the system of schools 
which our people have matntained at 
great expense and sacrifice.

tion, and we appeal to the fair-mindéd- 
ness and sense of justice of the American 
people to protect us from such illiberality, 

“>. That this conference of Catholic 
colleges convinces us that we are justi- 
fied in asserting that our college system 
deserves the generous co-operation of all 
interested in higher Catholic education; 
and we pledge ourselves to use every ef- 
fort to perfect still more our collegiate 
conditions. 


Catholics Urged To Orgs 


“6. That we call upon all Catholics to 
recognize the imperative need of a more 
perfect organization of our educational 
system, and we assure them that with a 
fuller development of the Catholic high 
school we shall have a complete system, 
with its headship in the unfversity, and 
thus we shall continue t6é maintain a 
high collegiate standard.” 

Words of cheer from across the ses 
were received in a cablegram of con- 
gratulation from Pope Leo XIII at Rome. 
The message read as follows: 

“Rome, April 12.—Monsignor Thomas 
J. Conaty, President of the Conference of 
Catholic Colleges: The holy father thanks 
you for the good wishes expressed by you 
in the hame of the conference at Catho- 
lic colleges, and bestows, most heartily, 
the apostolic benedictian.

The cablegram was in answer to a meg- 
sage which the convention sent to the 
pope when it convened.

REGULAR HOME-MADE CYCLONE 


Negroes Badly Frightened While 


Burning Brush. 

Griffin, Ga. April 12.—(Special.)}—A 
strange phenomenon in the shape of a 
cyclone, cloudless and rainless. terrified 
and put to flight several farm hands on 
the plantation of John Touchstone, near 
Zetella. last Wednesday afternoon about 
8 o'clock. From a small whirlwind it de- 
veloped into a cyclone, roaring and raging 
for several minutes, demolishing trees. 
burling heavy timbers some sixty feet 
into the air, lifting brush heaps and 
blackening the atmosphere with rubbish, 
limbs, leaves and dust. covering a con- 
siderable area and terribly frightening 
those who looked on. Several acres of 
new ground which had been cleared some 
months ago was being burned off,prepara- 
tory to planting.

Mecon, Ga., <April 12.—(Special.)—To- 
night at a special meeting of the board 
of public school education of the city of 
Macon and county of Bibb, President 
Jere M. Pound, of Gordon Institute, 
Barnesville, was elected superintendent 
of the public schools of Macon and Bibb 
county to succeed Superintendent D. Q. 
Abbott, who resigned the superintendenty 
to accept a chair in the faculty of the 
State Normal school at Athens. There 
Were a large number of applicants for 
superintendent, not only in Georgia, but 
from other states, and the selection of 
President Pound over so many worthy 
candidates is'a decided compliment to 
tim. As the head of Gordon institute he 
has made it one of the leading educa- 
tional institutions in the south His 
splendid administration there won him 
the stperintendency at Macon. 

President Pound was born in Pike. coun- 
ty, Georgia about thirty-seven years ago. 
He graduated at the University of Geor- 
gia in 188. He has teen in charge of 
Gordon institute since 1887, barring one 
year, That year he spent in Milledge- 
ville as director of the normal depaft- 
ment of the Georgia Girls’ Normal and 
Industrial school. Within a year he was 
recalled to the presidency of Gordon in- 
rtitute at an increased salary and with 
an indefinite term of office and power 
to select without question all his teach- 
ers. He has been yresident of the Geor- 
gia Teachers’ Association and is now 
president of its board of trustees.

Tallahassee, Fla.. Aprilt12.—(Special.)— 
Senator Carson created a genuine sensa- 
tion by introducing in the state senate 
tris morning a resolution @eclaring as the 
sentiment of the senate to be in favor of 
the governor and board of state institu- 
tions going ahead and leasing the state 
convicts for a period of four years. be- 
ginning January 1.

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DEATH OF GENERAL TAYLOR 


He Had Served in Mexican and Civil 
Wars. 


FROM PRIVATE TO BRIGADIER 


-_———— « > 


Lived in Mobile Shortly After War. 
« How He Got Even with a “Bul- 
ly,”” Who Intruded. 


Louisville, Ky., April 12.—(Special.j— 
Gereral Thomas H. Taylor, who died in 
this city today, in his eightieth year, was 
One of the most widely known veterans 
in this section of the country. He had 
served with signal honor in two wars 
and had held municipal offices of trust 
here for twenty-five years: General Tay- 
lor enlisted for the Mexican war as a 
private and came st a major. He en- 
tered the confederate army as colonel of 
the Second Kentucky infantry and within 
two years was one of the boldest fight- 
ing brigadiers in the service. He was 
@iso an original forty-niner and fought 
Indians on the western plains in the days 
of the overland trail. 

At various times General Taylor lived 
in Nashville, Mobile and San Francisco, 
but most of his bfe was spent ir his 
home state of Kentucky. He was a 
nephew of Zachary Taylor, president of 
the United States, and a cousin of Lieu- 
terent General ‘“‘Dick’’ Taylor, C. S. A., 
Who was also a Kentuckian. He was 
famed. for his jreat strength and per- 
sonal courage. On one occasion in Mo- 
bile, soon after the civil war, a notori- 
ous bully and murderer forced himself 
upon a party of gertlemen who were in 
a card room. General Taylor was ot 
the party. One at a time the others, 
fearing the intruder, slipped away, leav- 
ing Taylor alone with him. A few min- 
vies later Taylor appeared. ‘“‘Go in and 
get him,” he said to the attendant as he 
walked out of the house. The desperado 
was found dead upon the floor with his 
throat cut. <A fecetious coroner’s jury 
brought in a verdict of suicide and ge 
lor was not even arrested. He served 
chief of police of Louisville for a humabbe 
of years.

Raleigh, N. C., April 12.—(Special.)—

bers of a parnership have no individual 
personal property exempted before they 
can be allowed their personal property 
exemption out of the firm’s assets, and 
this by consent of both partners.

The 
Pastors’ Association there has adopted 
very strong resolutions denouncing it. 

Mr. and ‘Mrs. Sheppard, of Wilming- 
ton, brought two suits fdr damages, 
$25,000 each, against the Atlantic Coast 
Line railway for injuries received while 
they were driving. They got a verdict 
yesterday in Mr. Sheppard’s for $9,500 in 
one case, and the railway has compro- 
mised by paying them $12,500, the suits 
of Mrs. Sheppard being withdrawn. 

Scarcity of Shad. 

The shad season in the southeastern 
streams is practically ended. It was 75 
per cent below that of last year’s. The 
shad season is now on in the north- 
eastern streams. The high water due 
to excessive rains has interfered there 
with the fishing. The largest shad fish- 
ery in the world is at Avoca. 

The National Reform Association’s an- 
nual convention is in session at Asheville. 
Most of those attending it are ladies. Dr. 
Thomas Lawrence is presiding. 

The wife of the gold brick swindler 
who posed as the “old miner from Ari- 
zona,’ has visited him, in jail at Greens- 
boro. Detective Norris, of Ohio. who

Report of Legislative Committee 
on Defeat of Peeler Bill. 


WERE EXAMINED

Committee Can Find WNo Instance 
Where a Member of Legisla- 
ture Did Improperly. 


WITNESSES 


Nashville, Tenn., April 12.—(Special.)— 
The legislative committee which investi- 
gated the charges of corruption in the 
defeat of the Peeler bill reported today, 
among other things saying: 

“A large number of witnesses have been 
examined and your committee has been 
able to unearth but one fact tending to 
show. corruption—that of the. raising of 
a fund to be used, as your- committee 
believes, for improper. purposes by the 
wholesale liquor dealers of the state to 
defeat certain legislation affecting. their 
interests, wherein what is commonly 
known as the four-mile law was sought 
to be extended to certain incorporated 
towns. But your committee has been 
unable to secufe ‘any @irect or tangible 
evidence that would warrant the charge 
that any member of the general assem- 
bly has been guilty of any improper or 
corrupt conduct.” 

Concerning the absence of V. E. Shwab, 
in Florida, during the session of the 
committee, it says: 

“We are of the opinion that one spe- 
cial witness, who was very active in his 
efforts to defeat the legislation above re- 
ferred to, has willfully absented himself 
from the limit of the state of Tennessee 
from the time the investigation began 
until the present time for the purpose of 
avoiding an appearance before the com- 
mittee and testifying. Your committee 
must further state, however, to be fair, 
that they are not aware that said wit- 
ness is in possession of any fact that 
would shed light upon this investigation, 
but sufficient facts have developed to 
convince this committee that if any cor- 
ruption or other improper means was re- 
sorted to, this witness was cognizant of 
it, and they, therefore, regard his con- 
tinued and purposéd absence with sus- 
picion.”’ 

There was a very lively discussion in 
the house tocay on the bill to refund to 
certain counties school money alleged 
to have been wrongfully paid into the 
treasury. It was stated that the amount 
involved was in the neighborhood of 
$200,000, and that certain attorneys had 
gone from county to county getting con- 
tracts to lobby the bill through at from 
15 to 25 per cent commission. The oppo- 
sition to the bill made a warm fight 
against the odds that nearly every coun- 
ty would get some of the money, but 
when the roll call was reached the bill 
failed and a motion to reconsider was ta- 
bled.

MRE NOT RIGHT OF WAY 


Heretofore Buildings on Line Have 
Been Exempt—Effect of Decis- 
ion Will Be Ingreased 
' Revenue for the 
. State. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 12.—(Special.)— 
The supreme court handed down a de- 
cision yesterday in a case which was 
sent up from Limestone county against 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railroad, holding that the depot proper- 
ties of the railroads in this state were 
liable to taxation by the counties. It 
has been the contention of the railroads 
heretofore that their depot properties sit- 
uated on their right of way was under 
the jurisdiction of the state board of 
assessment, and this has been the ruling 
of the state board by general consent 
until the case just decided by the court 
was brought up from. Limestone county. 
Justice Tyson rendered the opinion, and 
in effect holds that a railroad depot is 
not a part of the railroad right of way, 
and must be assessed as other property 
by the counties in which they are lo- 
cated. The decision is far-reaching. and 
will bring a large revenue to many of 
the counties in this state, especially Jef- 
ferson, Montgomery and Mobile, where 
the depot properties are very valucple. 
The decision, it is thought, will reach 
every section house, tool house, or sup- 
ply house on the entire system, and 
may give the back tax gatherers a large 
slice of fees from the back~taxes which 
have escaped through inadvertence or 
failure to properly construe the law ig, 
the case. 

The decision has created quite an ex- 
citement in railroad circles, comifig as it 
does just after the finishing of the as- 
sessments by the state board, where it 
was thought all matter of difference was 
settled for the year, 


FILLED HIM WITH BUCKSHOT. 


Alabama Farmer Kills Assailant of 
His Daughter. 
Birmingham, Ala., April 12.—A special 
from Tuscumbia, this state, to The Age- 
Herald, says that Emmett Crittenden, a 
well-known farmer of Spring Valley, in 
that county, shot and instantly killed a 
negro named West, yesterday afternoon 
for criminally assaulting his oldest daugh- 
ter. Crittenden, who had spent the day 
in Tuscumbia, was informed of the ter- 
rible crime committed upon his daughter 
when he reached home. Without the 
slightest hesitation he loaded a double- 
barreled shotgun and went to the fleld 
where West was working. Upon reach- 
ing the negro’s side he calmly told him 
that he had come to kill him. With a 
frightened look the negrocried: ‘I ain't 
dun nuffin’!’’ and started to run. Critten- 
den leveled the shotgun and fired. The 
negro turned slightly arvund, and Crit- 
tenden fired again. Twenty-four buck- 
shot passed through West’s head and 
body, and he was instantly killed. Crit- 
tenden quietly walked to his home and 
telephoned the sheriff of the, occurrence, 
stating that he would be in town and sur- 
render. According to his promise, Crit- 
tenden came to Tuscumbia this morning 
and surrendered himself to the sheriff. 
West had been in the employ of Critten- 
den for the past three years and was 

considered a good negro.

BOTH WANT UNION STATION 


Railroad Officials Are Looking for 
a Site for the New Building. 
Political Meeting. 


Decatur, Ala., April 12.—(Special.)—De- 
catur and New Decatur citizens are all 
agog over the subject of a new union 
passenger station since the visit here of 
Colonel J. M. Falkner and Superintend- 
ent Welch, of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, and Superintendent Hutchins and 
Mr. Harris, of the Southern, who came 
to investigate the conditions and pick out, 
if possible, a suitable location for a 
union passenger station. There is con- 
siderable rivalry and feeling between 
the two cities as to where the station 
should be built, both advancing strong 
claims. The officials were unanimous in 
agreeing that the old station is an abomi- 
nation and should be replaced by an up- 
to-date structure. The local papers are 
full of the subject this week and the may- 
ors of both towns coming out in lengthy 
interviews on the subject, and unless an 
amicable agreement is reached this rival- 
ry may result in preventing the erection 
of the union station. for some time. 


A general city convention was held in 
New. Decatur tonight to nominate can- 
didates for mayor, clerk and marshal, to 
be elected May 7th for the ensuing two 
years. The nominees were: For mayor, 
E. C. Payne, Thomas Turner and A. J. 
sWilder; for clerk, J. EB. Morrow, N. E. 
Vaught and Guy F. Ponder; for marshal, 
John M. Robinson, Jake Lance, A. H. 
Greenhaw and M. D. Day. The coming 
election will probably be the closest and 
most hotly contested one in the histury of 
the city. E. C. Payne, the present in- 
cumbent, was elected two years ago, as. 
the business men’s reform candidate, 
and under his administration decided re- 
forms and improvements have been made, 
among them being an ordinance prevent- 
ing the running at large of hogs and 
goats, and one requiring property own- 
ers to connect with the city sewerage. 
These reforms have caused much oppo- 
sition to Payne’s administration, though 
acknowledged to be a good one. The 
fight will be between Payne and Turner, 
the latter being a foreman in the Louis- 
ville and Nashville shops. 


A number of prominent sports here 
have made up a fat purse to pull off a 
three-days’ cocking main, to be held early 
in May near Decatur.

’ IWashisigton, April 12,—The existence of 
} aboyt 200 depets on. the of Ten- 
‘ertffé, Canary Islands, has n officially 
reported here, by. - United States Consul 
Berlinger, at Teneriffe. He says there are 
three distinct classes of leprosy on Ten- 
eriffe island. namely, lepera arabum, 
lepera elphantiasig and lepera tubercu- 
losis. The disease diverges into two main 
varieties, the spotted and the nodular, 
The report is based on personal investi- 
gation and assistance of physicians, and 
says: ‘ : 

“Leprosy is somewhat epidemic among 
the people here, on account of their eat- 
ing a good deal of fish and their general 
uncleanliness. 

“As to being contagious, it is generally 
discredited here, but in my opinion it is 
very infectious. In former years Spain 
had established a colony at Grand Canary 
for lepers. They were housed there, but 
had perfect liberty to wander about with- 
out any restriction, except that they must 
sléep*in the house built for them. In 
the course of time this law became a 
dead letter and gradually they spread 
over the different islands. 

“At Santa Cruz de Teneriffe, the Cap- 
ital, there are twenty-two lepers, fifteen, 
of whom are men, and there also are 
some children of these unfortunates. They 
are given a place about fifteen minutes 
from the city hall, where they live, which 
is called Barranco Santo. There are also 
living at the same place about 200 people 
besides, nearly all béggars. You meet 
them at all times of day in town or;jroad, 
asking alms -and exposing their . limbs. 
Many have no fingers or toes and they 
hobble along,.and a more pitiable sight is 
hard to imagine. 

“Officially it is not recognized that 
leprosy exists on these islands. The pro- 
vincial government at Teneriffe has lately 
built a large building about two miles out 
of town, The building has two separate 
wings, one for insane patients and the 
other for lepers.”’ 

United States Consular Agent Swans- 
ton, on Grand Canary island, in an ac- 
companying renort says that leprosy 
there is deciuedly decreasing. There are 
fifty patients in the lepers’ hospital at 
Las Palmas. A few families infected with 
the disease live in their own homes.

William C. Coffin Files Petition 
in Bankruptcy, 


DEBTS OVER FOUR MILLIONS 


And the Assets Are Placed at $25. 
Coffin Was a Former Partner 
in the Banking House of 
the Firm of Coffin 
& Stanton. 


New York. April 1.—Wiliam C.. Coffin, 
of this city, who was a former partner in 
the banking house of Coffin & Stanton, 
which made a general assignment in 18H, 
filed a petition in bankruptcy in the 
United States district court today. He 
schedules his liabilities at $4,150,907 and 
assets at $25. which is cash in bank. The 
secured claims amount to $2,986,172. 

The petition names hundreds of credit- 
ors whose claims range in amount from 
hundreds of thousands to a few dollars. 
The largest creditors who hold no securi- 
ty are the city of Santa Cruz, $332,000, and 
the city of Ironwood, Mich., for $115,000, 
these sums being due the respective mu- 
nicipalities on contracts for bonds pur- 
chased, 

C. L. Kingsley, an attorney, said today 
that the liabilities were all from the Cof- 
fir & Stanton days and that no new Hia- 
bilities had been contracted by William 
Edward Coffin since then. Mr, Kingsley 
explained that it was simply an action 
on the part of Mr. Coffin to take advan- 
tage of the new bankruptcy law and 
thus clear himself from the enormous lia- 
bilities of the defunct firm for which he 
under other circumstances would be lia- 
ble. 

Mr. Coffin is now employed by Roberts 
& Co... bankers, in this city. 

Coffin & Stanton were bankers ana 
promoters. On October 5, 1893, Walter 
Stanton, the junior member of the firm, 
applied to Judge Lacombe, of the United 
States circuit court, to have a receiver 
appointed with a view to winding up the 
firm’s affairs. At that time it was alleged 
that Mr. Stanton’s dissatisfaction with 
Mr. Coffin’s management of the business 
of the firm brought about this movement. 
The real snd dimmediate cause, how- 
ever, of the failure of the firm was said 
to have been the refusal] of the bank of 
the Manhattan company to extend further 
credit to the banking house. As a re- 
sult of the application and after the as- 
signment Judge Lacombe appointed New- 
man Erb recéiver, succeeding Thomas 
P. Wicke. The firm, it is said, was in the 
habit of making loans with western and 
New England banks by putting up as 
partia] security first-class bonds and 
stocks, and hypothecating as balance of 
security bonds and stocks of companies 
the firm had promoted and that were prac- 
‘tically unmarketable. At the time the 
application of Mr. Stanton was made the 
liabilities of the firm were placed at 
$3,600,000, with assets sufficient ‘‘to pay the 
debts of the firm if judiciously managed.”’ 


COMPLETED THEIR LABORS, 


Alabama Board Shows Railroad in- 
crease in Assessments. 
Montgomery, Ala., April 12.—(Special.)— 
The state board of assessment, composed 
of the governor, Secretary of State Mc- 
David, Auditor Sowell and State Treasur- 
er Craig Smith, have finished their labors, 
after a long session, and after giving 
each railroad an opportunity to be heard 
in the interest of their respective roads. 
The total footings of increase in the 
assessment over last year were $2,600,000, 
which “will bring an increase of revenue 
of about $50,000. The Southern system 
was hit the hardest in the raise, being 
over $1,000,000, on account of the new im- 
provements on the Mobile and Ohio. The 
next heaviest increase was the Central] of 
Georgia, of a little less than $1,000,000. 
The assessment against the other roads 
in the state remains practically the same 
as last year. Three members of the 
board were not very familiar with the 
values aS assessed last year and conse- 
quently were compelled to give more time

“The cartridges go with the gun, don’t 
they?’’

On one occasion wit- 
ness was stopped because he did not have 
on a Taylor badge and heard remarks of 
men in the crowd which were of a threat- 
cning nature.

Powers told her he worked up 
the mountain army, but he did it cau- 
tiously and that the newspapers did not 
catch on to Lim. The effect of the visit 
of the mountain army, he said, had been 
pronounced at Frankfort. Powers tola 
her that Taylor had “no backbone” ana 
denounced his cowardice. . ! 
Ex-Treasurer Walter Day repeated the 
testimony which he gave in the Youtsey 
cere in regard to Youtsey coming to him 
and telling him that for $300 he woula 
bring the ccentest to an énd. Day wantea 
to know how he was going about it, but 
Youtsey said: 

“Never mind about that, I will settle 
2." 

Day did not know exactly what Yout* 
sey meant, but refused to treat with him, 
as he had his suspicions. He also saw 
Youtsey in Powers’s office with a gun on 
Jenuary 28th.

A few minutes before the 
assassination Youtsey called on. nim and 
others to accompany him to the executive 
building and seid that something was go- 
ing to happen. Witness remembered what 
Youtsey said about putting Goebel out of 
ihe way and did not go. Shortly after 
this the killing occurred. Witness said 
that the arsenal was barricaded for weeks 
before the assassination. Breastworks 
were made inside the doors and mines 
weré planted under them.

C., the 7th, for Boston, 
came to anchor off the Orleans life sav- 
ing station today with her machinery dis- 
abled.

The steamer George W. Clyde late 
tonight was towed into port by the tank 
steamer Maverick, Captain Fenlon, from 
Philadelphia, which picked her up off 
Chatham just before noon, where she was 
lying in a helpless condition. : 

The Clyde came from Jacksonville and 
Charleston with a cargo consisting prin- 
cipally of lumber. When off the Orleans 
life-saving station her machinery be- 
came disabled and she at once became 
helpless. A heavy sea was running 
through the sound, and the steamer 
pitched and rolled considerably until a 
steadying sail was hoisted, and she was 
hove to. At lla.m. the Maverick, laden 
with oil in bulk for here, was sighted 
and a signal requesting assistance was 
hoisted. . -Gaptain Fenlon ran close to the 
helpless craft, and with some difficulty 
got a hawser to her and started for Bos- 
ton. The tow made fairly good progress, 
passing Highland light at 3 p. m. and 
reaching the upper harbor late tonight.

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GANT TRIBUTE 


Manager Norris on Workings 
of Paper Combine, 


NEWSPAPERS ARE HIT HARD 


Norris Says That Since the Trust 
Was Established the Cost of Pa- 
per Has Been Increased 
Nearly $5,000,000 
Per Annum, 


Washington, April 12.—The manufacture 
of news print paper of the country was 
the subject of inquiry on the part of the 
industrial commission today, John Nor- 
ris, business manager of The New York 
Times, being the witness. Mr. Norris 
devoted his attention especially to the 
International Paper Company. 

“I will assert,’”’ he said, ‘‘that the Inter- 
national Paper Company has failed in 
every expectation it held out to the news- 
papers and to the public. The cost of 
manufacture is greater under consolida- 
tion than under individual ownership of 
the paper mills. The economies which 
were to be obtained under the consolidat- 
ed management have not -been realized. 
The export trade has fallen off or at least 
has not increased, though that was to be 
the strong feature of the consolidated 
company’s effort. The promised policy 
of an enlightened self-interest has been 
abandoned, and the net result to news- 
paper publishers has been an increase of 
over $4,800,000 per annum in the cost of 
hews print paper.”’ 

Mr. Norris placed the enharfeement of 
the cost price of producing paper at $3 
per ton. He knew of two newspapers 
which were paying an increase of $150,- 
000 each annually in the paper used by 
them. 

Mr. Norris attributed the recent increase 
in the price of paper to four causes, 
namely, to the Spanish-American war, the 
South African war, the drought of 1899 
and 1900 and the attempt of the Interna- 
tional company to monopolize the spruce 
land. To meet the last difficulty he sug- 
gested that trade relations with Canada 
should be promoted, in order that the 
practically inexhaustible pulp supply of 
that country might be drawn upon. 

“We should,” he said, “adopt the plan 
which President McKinley has advocated 
}of remitting those taxes which expert- 
ence has shown to be most burdengome 
to the industries of the people.”’ 

He asserted that the International 
company had oppsed Canadian reciprocity 
and that the result has been Canadian 
reprisals. He advocated the removal 
of the tariff on wood plup as in the in- 
terest of all clagses, 

He said there recently has been an ef- 
fort to reunite the outside eastern mills 
in a scheme to maintain prices. ‘‘While 
there is no positive evidence of collusion,”’ 
he said, “publishers realize in. some. in- 
tangible way that the source of their sup- 
ply has been predetermined for them, and 
that the price they are to pay has been 
prearranged.’’ , 

There were, he said, more violent fluc- 
tuations in the price of paper than prior 
to the consolidation, and some. news- 
paper publishers pay more for inferior 
paper than others pay for good paper.

The events of the day are the opening 
game of baseball in the college season, the 
state intercollegiate oratorical] contest and 
a number of state banquets of the dif- 
ferent college fraternities. Tonight rep- 
resentatives of four of the largest col- 
leges in Kentucky contested for the state 
oratorical honors before a howling mob 
of collegians, which filled the local opera 
house from pit to dome. The contest 
is the greatest event of the year. It 
was instituted fourteen years ago, and has 
been given annually since that time. Lex-

‘Whitesburg, Ky., April 12.—Two men 
Were killed and two wounded ina fight 
between Sheriff John W. Wright and his 
deputies on one side and the desperadoes 
wha robbed and murdered aged Mrs. Je- 
mima Hall and her son, on the other, The 
fight occurred on the mountain top. be- 
tween Boone’s fork and Milestone creek. 


Wright and his posse started out sev- 


eral months ago to capture the gang 
whe cruelly tortured the aged widow and 

i after securing her money murdered her 
and her son and burned her body with 
the little hut in which she lived.  Citi- 
zens have been daily expecting to hear 
of a pitched battle between the two 

‘crowds that have already had several 

'pmall scrimmages. 

' Yesterday John and Morgan Reynolds, 
Isaac and Creed Porter and George New- 
some were located in the rendezvous by 
the posse on the top of a mountain. Mor- 

‘gan Reynolds, Newsome and Isaac Port- 
er went away, and while they were gone 
the officers suddenly confronted Creed 
Porter and John Reynolds, and all of 
them, ten in number, opened fire. The 
desperadoes replied with rifles and re- 
volvers, and more. than 300 shots were 
exchanged at a distance of less than a 
dozen paces. 

John Reynolds received a serious, if not 
fatal, wound in the left shoulder and re- 
treated, leaving Porter alone. The lat- 
ter’s ammunition soon gave out, and he, 
too, went into hiding. Of the posse, Willie 
Wright, aged eighteen, was killed by a 
steel bullet which passed through his 
abdomen, and Isaac Millard} aged twenty- 
one, was shot through the heart. A third 
man named Osborne was struck in the 
right leg and severely hurt. Young 
Wright, who was killed at the first fire, 
joined the posse abgut a month ago to 
avenge the murder of his father, W. 8. 
Wright, whom the gang assassinated 
about a year ago. 

The firing was heard for a distance of 
thirteen miles. It was at first feared 
that the posse had been defeated, and 
Governor Beckham was telegraphed to 
send state troops to capture the gang. 
When it was learned, howevér, that the 
posse’ had. been victorious, another mes- 
sage was sent to the governor to the ef- 
fect that no troops were needed, 


Rs Under Marching Orders.

Cannot Make a Private Purpose of a 
Public Purpose by Its Mere 
Fiat. 


St. Louis, April 12.—‘A legislature can- 
not make a private purpose of a pub- 
lic purpose by its mere fiat,” is one of 
the main points in an opinica handed 
down by the United States court of ap- 
peals. 

The case was that of W. 8. Dodge 
against the township of Mission, Shaw- 
nee county, Kansas, appealed from the 
United States district court. The action 
was originally brought by him on 3% 
coupons cut from 22 township bonds is- 
sued under an act of the Kansas legis- 
lature to encourage the erection of mills 
and the manufacture of sugar and sirup 
out of sorghum cane and authorizing 
townships and cities of the second and 
third class to subscribe for stock in such 
sugar factories and to vote bonds for 
this purpose. 

Under the act every county receiving 
the benefit of the bonds was required 
to retain 10 cénts from the purchase 
price of every ton of cane and pay it 
Over to the treasurer of the township to 
be applied in the payment of these 
bonds. The act declared that all mills 
receiving such aid were public mills and 
should manufacture the sugar or sirup 
for customers who furnished cane and 
that they might charge a toll for this 
manufacture. Under this act the town- 
ship of Mission issued thirty bonds of $500 
each on September 1, 1890. Of these 
Dodge bought 22 and payment was ri- 
fused on the coupons. He brought suit 
and on his allegations a demurrer was 
filed and sustained that they were in- 
sufficient in law to uphold his case.

Foreign Envoys. Think China 
Can Pay $30,000,000, 


BUT MORE MAY BE ASKED 


For the Envoys Are Studying the 
Resources of China and Will 
| Make Her Pay to the. 
Uttermost of Her 
Ability. 


Pekin, April 12.~The committee of min- 
isters which is considering China’s finan- 
cial resources has reached the conclusion, 
based upon what information is obtain- 
able, that $300,000,000 in gold can be raised 
without injuring China's resources. The 
examination by the committee into the 
subject is thus far incomplete and it will 
probably subsequently learn that other 
Chinese resources for indemnities are 
available. 

The ministers openly express their de- 
sire that the foreign troops leave Pekin. 
They are seemingly as anxious for the 
departure as were the besieged ministers 
anxious for the arrival of the troops. 


Indemnity Wanted by Britain. 

London, April 12.—Great Britain has not 
yet definitely estimated the money in- 
demnity she desires China to pay. A 
representative of the Associated Press is 
informed the government adheres to the 
belief that little can be gained by insist- 
ing upon cash payments from China, and 
though the government regrets that this 
will possibly be a cause for delay, it 
continues to instruct the British minister 
to China to try to induce the powers to 
agree to a demand for greater trading 
privileges instead of money. The gov- 
ernment is of the opinion that the open- 
ing up of these rich provinces hitherto 
closed to foreign commerce will result in 
much greater benefit to the nations con- 
cerned, and to China herself, than the 
extraction of lump sums of money. 

Regarding Japan's attitude toward 
Russia, opinion in Downing street in- 
clines to the belief that Japan, in common 
with the other powers, is satisfied with 
what is termed as Russia’s ‘‘backdown,”’ 
but Japan will continue to keep a sharp 
eye on Korea and have no hesitation in 
threatening hostilities should Russia 
menace that territory. 

A dispatch to the Reuter Telegram 
Company from Pekin says that the 
French military authorities contemplate 
removing 7,000 men at an early date. The 
Germans are preparing to repatriate the 
infantry brigade. 

The indemnity claims are now under- 
stood to total £60,000,000. 


Russia in Manchuria. 


New York, April 12.—A recent arrival 
from China is Ralph James, who for 
nearly fifteen years has been extensively 
engaged in mining at Kalgan, near Pe- 
kin, and in Siberia.

HE PROPOSES TO PAY DEBTS 


Will Settle Not Only the Principal, 
But Interest of Claims “Held 
Against Him. : 


New York, April 12.—According to B. 
G. Oppenheim, a lawyer who has just 
returned from the city of Mexico, the 
creditors of Lewis G. Tewkesbury, the 
broker, who disappeared from this city 
last July, are not to get the full amount 
of their claims, but to receive the inter- 
est. Tewkesbury left claims aggregating 


‘| over $600,000. He was the promoter of 


the firm of L. G. Tewkesbury & Co. 
which was supposed to do a brukerage 
and banking business. On July 3d last 
he had his clerk ‘draw $5,000 from a bank 
for him and he left the city, saying that 
he was going to Chicago to settle up a 
mining claim. He did go to.Chicago, but 
never came back to New York. 

The story of Tewkesbury’s intention to 
settle all claims, as told by Mr, Oppen- 
heim, is as follows: 

“Among the creditors of Mr. ‘Tewkes- 
bury was- W. Jonnson, whe had a 
claim for $15,000... Tewkesbury was found 
to be in the City of Mexico, where, un- 
ager the name or Louis Thorne, he was 
coing business as the Supply, Contract- 
ing and Decorating Company. 

“I entered imto cotresgondence with 
him in regard to our ciaim and he asked 
me.to come to Mexico and he would set- 
tle. I went there with instructions to 
take $5,000 if I could not get more. ! 
went to Tewkesbury’s place and found 
that he was doing a good business. 
“He told me that a number of his 
friends had advised him to go intu bank- 
1uptcy and thus avoid paying his cred- 
itors, but that he had refused tu do s0 
because he wanted to settle all just debts 
with full intcrest. 

“Mr. Tewkesbury has sold out his busi- 
ness in the City of Mexico at a good fig- 
ure and has gone to South America, where 
he is interested in a mining deal, out ot 
vhich he expects to make several hun- 
dred thousand dollavss.’’

COLORADO IS DEEP IN SNOW 


For Ninety-Six Hours the Storm 


Raged in State. 

Denver, Col., April 12.—The weather to- 
day has cleared, after a continuous snow- 
storm for ninety-six hours, and under the 
bright sunshine the snow is melting rap- 
idly. The storm was the most extensive 
known in April along the eastern slope of 
the Rocky mountains in ten years. There 
was but little snow on the western slope. 
Rotary snow plows were. kept in opera- 
tion during the night on all railroads 
running over the divide, and passenger 
trains were run, although the schedules 
were badly aisarragned. 

Many freight trains were stalled in 
snow drifts and none was run except on 
special orders. Service on several moun- 
tain lines was entirely abandoned. All 
the roads will be opened today. Three 
collisions occurred in the blinding snow 
between Denver and Pueblo, the most 
serious of which was that at Eden, be- 
tween the Rio Grande and Atlantic ex- 
press and the Rock Island passenger 
train, in which six persons were slightly 
injured.

According to Alderman ‘M. T. LaMNatte, 
who is chairman of the city council tax 
committee, the city of Atlanta will very 
soon be compelled to negotiate a loan of 
from $75,000 to $100,000 unless the citizens 
generally who are delinquent in their first 
quarter city taxes pay promptly. 

Discussing the matter with a Constitu- 
tion representative. yesterday morning, 
Councilman LaHatte said: ‘‘The last day 
for the payment of the first instalrhent 
of city taxes expires on April 15th, and 
citizens who do not meet this payment 
will lose the discount. which the city has 
been giving and which, in the aggregate, 
amounts to about 8 per cent.”’ 

“And,” said the alderman, “‘the worst 
feature about the whole thing is just 
this: If these citizens do not pay promptly 
the city treasury will be in very bad 
shape and the city will be compelled to 
borrow from $75,000 to $100,000 to meet 
current and other indebtedness.”’

Industrial Conditions in That 


THOUSANDS OUT OF WORK 


Many Factories Have Been Closed 
and in Others the Hours of La- 
| bor Have Been Reduced. 
Wealthy Feel the 
Pressure. 


Bertin, April 12.—A recent article in 
The Berliner Tageblatt takes a gloomy 
view of the industrial condition in Ger- 
many, which it says are so bad that the 
efforts of the charitable are powerless to 
cope with the situation. Reduced produc- 
tion and the consequent dismissal of 
working people are so general as to no 
longer attract notice. 

It is safe to sav that a quarter of the 
working people are either idle or insuffi- 
ciently employed. There is littk prospect 
of an improvement in the situation, The 
situation is made more serious by the 
uncertainty of Germany’s commercial 
pelicy. The numberless industries of the 
country do not know whether disastrous 
tariff wars will ~~» destroy the work of 
years. The uncertainty of Germany's 
vacecilating trade policy drives G@rman 
capital and intelgence to found large in- 
dustrial undertakings at home and 
abroad and injures relations with foreign 
countries. Prices are so depressed in 
Silesia that even the iron works. there, 
which possess their own coal mines and 
furnaces, cannot cover operating ex- 
penses. The tin plate and tube manufac- 
tories, the plants for the manufacture of 
electric supplies and the textile indus- 
tries are in a similar plight. 

Many factories have closed and in 
others the hours of labor have been re- 
duced, while work folk crowd to the 
gates of the factories seeking employ- 
ment. The wealthy classes feel the pres- 
sure of these conditions proportionately 
with the working and professional! 
classes, 


FIVE THOUSAND ARE SLAIN. 


Ibu Raschid Defeats Mabaronk and 
Recovers Kingdom. 
Bombay. April 12.—Ibu Raschid has re- 
covered the kingdom of Neid. Central 
Arabia. after defeating Mabaronk, shelk 
of Koweyt. who recently seized the city 
of Neid and deposed Ibu Raschid, after a 

pitched battle. 

The army of Mabaronk was lured into a 
narrow gorge. where the hordes of Ibu 
Raschid swooped down from the moun- 
tains and overwhelmed their enemies.

Claims Animal Died Next Night 
with Hydrophobia—Charges 
Criminal Negligence.

It is alleged that the little girl was in

her father’s yard on November 2, 1900, 
when Grant’s dog ran into the yard and 
attacked her. biting her in the back, 
also in the right side to the bone, and 
in the wrist, causing her great pain and 


greatly disfiguring her. It is claimed 
that the dog has bitten several other 


children and that Grant knew the ant- 
mal was vicious and dangerous. 

Several days before the child was bit- 
ten it is alleged that the dog acted so 
strangely and viciously that two plumb- 
ers refused to work on the premises and 
Grant is charged with criminal careless- 
ness and negligence to a wanton degree 
in allowing the animal to run at large.

The conditions in this country 
are happily different from those in 
Belgium and it is by no means certain, 
however well such a law may work 
there, that it would bring the results 
hoped by those advocating it here. 

The real trouble in Pennsylvania 
and some other states is that too many 
men hold themselves aloof from the 
political battles which precede the 
contest at the polls. It is because the 
better elements of Pennsylvania repub- 
licans decline to go into the party pri- 
maries and conventions that the prac- 
tical politicians are able to have things 
their own way. It is difficult to see 
how this can be remedied by legisla- 
tion. The vast majority of both par- 
ties are honest men anxious for the 
welfare of the country, and if the right 
sort of fight is made inside the party 
organization the corrupt and dishonest 
can be forced to the background. 

A fair and honest ballot law—a law 
which insures not only an honest elec- 
tion, but provides, by properly regulat- 
ed primaries, for an honest expression 
of the choice of voters in the party 
nominations—will bring improvement 
even in ring-ridden Pennsylvania. 
Such a law would give all men a 
chance to express their opinions in the 
selection of candidates; but if they do 
not avail themselves of this opportu- 
nity, it is doubtful if the evils can be 
corrected by the enactment of a com- 
pulsory. election law, no matter how 
stringent its provisions. 


— — 
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Transportation Problems. 

The proposition which Albert L. 
Johnson recently made for a new sys- 
tem of electric roads in the city of 
Philadelphia, with connecting lines to 
other cities and towns of Pennsylvania 
and extending as far as New York, 
has attracted much attention through- 
out the country. 

Many men connected with the street. 
railway systems of other cities have 
said Mr. Johnson’s plans would not 
succeed. He is, however, confident 
despite these criticisms, and that oth- 
ers share his confidence is shown by 
his having all the, money backing he 
needs. 

One result of the discussion of the 
question is that “Al” Johnson is as 

ch in the public, eye these days as is 


his brother, “Tom,” who hag jast been 


elected mayor of the éity of Cleveland: 
and who is believed to carry on his 
person a varied assortment of political 
ambitions. 

Al Johnson is a man with views, 
and his views are based on experience. 
He has long been a student of trans- 
portation problems. In the current 
issue of The Independent he discusses 
the relations of electricity to the trans- 
portation of the future, in the course 
of which article he says: 

The tranaportation problem of the pres- 
ent time may be stated thus: 

How shall the transportation systems 
carry people and the commodities neces- 


tarv for their maintenance as expeditious- 


lv as possible at a minimum eost? The 
steam: railroads have endeavored to meet 
conditions and the general trend of steam 
railroad- rates have been lower and lower 
every year. 

Rates nevertheless are still too high. 
The times and the people demand that 
the charges must be lowered. How is it to 
be done? I say: We must start afresh— 
from the ground up—discarding the cum- 
bersome and expensive mode of operation 
now in use on the steam railroads. We 
must adopt the electric system, in which 
each individual car is supplied with its 
own motive power and can be run as 
often as is necessary, with nothing to 
earn beyond its own cost of operation, 

I consider the electric system of trans- 
portation still in its infancy. What the 
ffture will bring forth no man can te!l. 
But today it is a Kkving fact of speed and 
carrying capacity, being limited only to 
the roadway and the power of the motor. 


AS an example, on the line which I am’ 


now building between Philadelphia and 
New York. my roadbed will conform to 
the highest standard in use by the fore- 
most steam raliroads, with one excep- 
tional feature—I shall beat them to the 
extent that I will not have a single grade 
crossing. 

It is true the@ I will materially reduce 
the existing rate of fare between New 
York and Philadelphia—ninety miles. At 
the most I will charge  cents—one-fifth 
of the present tariff—but at that rate I 
do ‘not expect to cripple the steam rail- 
roads or to cut into their norma) traffic. 

Mr. Johnson believes ‘that 3-cent 
fares are coming on the street railroad 
lines of all the larger cities. His prop- 
osition to Philadelphia shows that he 
regards the days when franchise hold- 
ers are given everything for nothing 
are rapidly passing and that capital 
invested in electric properties must be 
content with fair returns. His ideas 
about the transportation of the future 


are interesting and certainly. worthy of. 


consideration. 


The Perversion cf History. 

Some of.the glaring defects in the 
histories from which the youth of the 
country must form their ideas of men 
and measures have recently been 
brought to light not only in the south, 
but in Washington and elsewhere. 

The Constitution recently made ref- 
erence to the mistakes in the school 
histories which General H. V. Boyn- 
ton discovered in the course of a com- 
paratively short study of the textbooks 
used in the public schools of Washing- 
ton. When General Boynton was 
made a member of the board of edu- 
cation of the District of Columbia his 
first act was to go through the school 
histories. He confined his examina- 
tion to that portion of.each of the 
textbooks covering the civil war and 
the war with Spain—matters with 
which he was himself familiar—and 
the result was the discovery of a mass 
of misstatements positively appalling. 
If other portions of these works are 
as unreliable as those treated of, then 
most of the school histories are un- 
worthy of serious consideration.

As The Chi- 
cago Chronicle contends, congress 
should see that the untruthful panel 
is displaced by one which has at least 
the merit of truth. ‘John A. Logan,” 
says The Chronicle, “needs no ficti- 
tious environments to ‘justify a mon- 
ument to him; his comrades in camp 
and field should not rest quietly under 
the cloud thus cast upon the fame of 
a gallant soldier;” for, as it rightly 
argued, the effect of so palpable a 
misrepresentation is to discredit the 
whole monument and cast reflection 
upon the man’s claims to fame. 
Worse than this. If this is allowed 
to stand one result will be to discredit 
all our history and the men who made 
it. If such an error in a matter prac- 
tically a part of current events is per- 
mitted to remain uncorrected, it is in- 
evitable that we must doubt every- 
thing that pretends to be history. 


Incomes and Franchises. 

President Ingalls, of the Big Four, 
may not find himself very popular 
with the holders of franchises or those 
| who are enjoying great incomes, but 
he may feel sure that a great many 
other people in this country indorse 
his views. 

President Ingalls says of the fran- 
chise tax that it is the easiest collect- 
ed of any and probably one of the fair- 
est ways of raising revenues, 

“Of course,” he adds, “those who 
manage corporations will object, as 
everybody does, to paying taxes; but, 
nevertheless, the franchise tax is right 
and proper.” 

Of the income tax, he says: 

I have always believed in an income 
tax and have thought that the decision of 
our supreme court against the constitu- 
tionality of such a tax was one of the 
most unfortunate occurrences of the age. 
We should have a tax on all incomes, 
large~or small, exempting & moderate 
amount. as most of the states exempt a 


certain amount of property from execu- } 


tion and levy. This country is so rich 
that with a fair system of taxation and 
econamy in expenditure the tax rate will 
be so low that it will not be oppressive, 
and thus you will encourage and protect 
your small property holders. 

The sooner the men of great wealth 
realize the wisdom of a just income 
tax the better it will be for them and 
everybody else. 
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It Didn’t Pay. . 

It doesn’t pay to be stubborn. 

Seven years ago James Gannon, of 
Scranton, Pa., was sued by his brother 
in law and was ordered by the court 
to make a deed to a certain piece of 
property. He refused and was sent to 
jail for contempt of court. 

Rather than sign he would rot in 
jail, he declared. All efforts to make 
him change his mind proved futile. He 
proposed to beat the courts if he had 
to stay in jail until he died. 

For seven years he kept his word. 
He has stayed in jail. 

_Now he is to get out, but there will 

be. no sweetness in his liberty. The 
legislature of Pennsylvania has, to 
cover this case, passed an act provid- 
ing that when a person ordered by the 
courts to execute a deed to property 
shall refuse to do so, such conveyance 
may be executed by certain officers of 
the court.

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State Laws on Vagrancy. 

Columbus Enquirer-Sun: Columbus, Atlanta, 
Augusta, Savannah and Americus are all agi- 
tating the matter of getting rid of vagrants 
and loafers, 

The great impediment in the way of ridding 
communities of such pests is said to be the 
uncertainty of the state laws on vagrants, The 
Georgia law says vagtants are— 

|. Persons wandering or strolling about in 
idleness who are able to work and have no 
property to support them, 

2. Persons leading an idie, immoral or profii- 
gate life, who have no property to support 
them, and who are able to Work and do not 
work, 

3. All persons able to work, having no visible 
and known means of fair, honest and reputable 
livelihood. 

4, Persons having a fixed abode who have no 
possible property to support them and who 
live by stealing or trading in stolen property. 

5. Professiona] gamblers living in idleness. 

Any person may arrest a vagrant and have 
him bound over to any court of the country 
having jurisdiction of misdemeanors, and he 
shall be punished as for a misdemeanor, or 
shall, in the discretion of the court, be bound 
out to some person for a time not longer than 
one yeer, upon such valuable consideration as 

the court may preacribe, 

Under this law it would seem that vagrants 
could be ‘“‘spotted’’ without much trouble, but 
it appearg that it is difficult to enforce the 
law, Grand juries rarely indict parties for 
vagrancy, and those indicted are seldom cor= 
victed, If the laws on the subject dre inate- 
quate, then the next legislature should pass 
new laws. A large percentage of the crime 
committed in the south is directly que to idlers 
and vagrants. All able-bodied men should be 
forced to work, when there is labor for them 
ta perform.

On Wednesday, of this week, General 
Booth ce-ebrated his seventy-second an- 
niversary at his home in London, and 
from every quarter of the globe he re- 
ceived telegrams congratulating him upon 
the event. In spite of his advanced years, 
General Booth enloys vigorous health and 
is carrying on his great work with un- 
diminished zgealvand success, 

General Booth was born in Nottingham 
in 1829 and became a minister of the Meth- 
odist New Connection in 1850. In 1861 he 
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began his career as an evangelist, and 
his pathway led him to London, There 
in the East End he started in July, er 
the work he called “the Christian mis 
This work, organized on military 
lines, was the. germ of the Salvation 
Army. which name he adopted in 1878. The 
army spread all over the world, until now 
it numbers about 5,000 corps and outposts 
established in Great Britain and Ireland, 
the United States, France, Australasia, 
India, Africa, Canada, Scandinavia, Hol- 
land, Belgium, Italy, Japan, West Indies, 
South America and other parts of the 
world. It has about 156,000 officers em- 
ployed exclusively in its labors, and the 
number of its services is upward of 80,000 
per week. The organ of the army was 
established by General Booth in 1880 un- 
der the title of The War Cry. It is pub- 
lished weekly in England at the genefai 
heasiquarters, and simuJtaneously at each 
of the colonial and foreign headquartefs. 
At present there are thirty-four weekly 
War Crys, with a circulation of nearly 
1,000,000. In 1890 the founder of the Salva- 
tion Army published the book of the year, 
“In Darkest England.” He gnanaged the

When a confederate from New York 
reached Athanta Wednesday with the 
necessary boodle to secure a bondsman 
and Daley was released from the Tower 
on $200 bail. those who had probed into 
the case felt certain that it was ‘‘zood- 
bye” Mr. Daley. Dr. J. W. McFaul, an 
Atlanta physician, was the bondsman, 
and when Justice Landrum realized the 
situation after calling the case for hear- 
ing. he declared the bond forfeited. 

Last Saturday afternoon a well-dressed 
and easy-mannered stranger entered the 
office of the Southern Saw Works with a 
large book under his arm entitled ‘“‘New 
York and Southern Guide.””

The 
etranxer. who gave his name as C. E. 
Daley. of New York. said he was.the col- 
lector for the advertisements and pre- 
sented an advertising contract for $35 
signed by Captain Isaac 8. Boyd, the 
head of the Southern Saw Works. Cap- 
tain Boyd was absent in Florida and 
Treasurer William Green Raoul suspected 
that the signature was a forgery when 
the contract was presented to him for 
payment. He telephoned for an officer 
and had Daley arrested before he left 
the office. Daley was sent to the Tower 
in default of $200 bail to appear at the 
preliminary hearing set for 4 o'clock 
Monday afternoon. .At the request of At- 
torney Bishop, his. cotinsel. the hearing 
went over until Wednesday to give his 
New York friends time to come to his 
rescue, it being’ stated to the justice that 
a member of the pubitshing house for 
which Dé@lev worked was.gn route.ta At- 
lanta with bond money and documentary 
evidence that woulq acquit the cellector 
of any: criminality, When the case was 
called Wednesday Daley made his bond 
and asked that the hearing be postponed 
untli Friday. owing to the ilines@ of his 
lawyer.. The New York confederate, if one 
came, did not show ‘himeelf, It is certain, 
however. that money was sent to oF 
raised by Daley from some source. The 
fee of his attorney Was sent from New 
York by wire, the New York corréapon- 
dent sixning himeelf ‘‘Wilson.’’ The di- 
rectory purported to be published by ‘‘The 
Willison Publishing Company.” 

None of the advertisements of Atlanta 
houses in the directory had been contract- 
ed for and Daley’s game to collect on 
bogus contracts from al] of them was 
nipped in the bud by Treasurer Raoul’s 
prompt action in securing the blackler’s 
arrest. It is now certain that there is no 
such directory as the “New York and 
Southern Business Guide,’’ the cover 
bearing that title having been pasted 
over the body of a legitimate directory by 


the swindlers as an important part of 
their film-flam game, Of course the al- 


fake. 

It would seem that the methods re- 
sorted to by Daley and his ilk do not in- 
volve downright forgery. but a kindred 
deeevtion. The fraud is worked through 
what is called a ‘“collector’s youcher’’ 
blank, s form was recently used ex- 
tensively in the north. and when the game 
got old there the south was made the 
field of operation. These sharpers were di- 
rected by a man named Herbert, who 
comm ated with his agents thfousth 
the express offices. The titles of the di- 
rectories are changed as fast as the 
newspapers expose their fraudulent char- 
acter.

GEN. GORDON TELLS 
OF GREAT WAR DRAMA 


a large audience greet- 
ed General John B. Gordon at the Grand 
last night to hear his new lecture, ‘‘The 
First Days of the Confederacy.” 


} General Gordon was introduced by 


Frank Weldon, of the Atlanta Lecture 
Association, in some happy remarks laud- 
atory of the galiant commander. His ai- 
lusions to the war record of General Gor- 
don and the introduction of the lecturer 
were héartily applauded by the audience. 
For two hours Georgia's distinguished 
son held the closest attention of his hear- 
ers while he narrated the thritiing story 
of the stupendous war drama of the 


} early sixties. He was in fine form and 
frequently rose to heights of heroic aud. 
‘pathetic eloquence, 


Although his lecture is entitled “The 
First Days of the Confedéracy,”’ General 
Gordon catried his interested auditors 
from Bull Run to Appomattox, after ana- 
lyzing the influences and conditions 
which led to the inevitable armed con- 
flict between the states. He gave not a 
little unwritten histéry in this 
connection and he explained . the 
contentions of principle of both sides 
forcefully and impartially, dilating on the 
constitutional phase. General Gordon de- 
Clared that the question of slavery was 
a subsidiary motive in bringing on the 
terrible struggle of the sections. He de- 
clared that the great conflicting princi- 
pled at issue “‘were maintained on both 
sides by the purest of patriots and the 
greatest of statesmen. No crime against 


the spirit of lfberty was committed by 


either side."’ 

Considerable of the lecturer’s time was 
taken up with opinions on the race ques- 
tion, and Hé made a@ masterly argument 


for white supremacy in the south. He. 


spoke in complimentary terms of Bishop 
Turner and Booker Washington while dis- 
agreeing with their views as to the des- 
tiny of the negro race. ‘“‘The diadem of 
leadership has been stamped upon the 
Caucasian's brow,”’ said he, “and God 
hag placed upon his sHdulders a respon- 
sibility to the inferior races which he will 
be wise if he acknowledges.’ Referring 
to 1 Sateaies slavery he said: “I would nat 
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restore it if I could by one wave of my 
hand.”’ 


General Gordon gave many new and 
entertaining personal reminiscences of the 
civil war. He told how his grotesque 
mountaineer company, the ‘Raccoon 
Roughs,”’ with their coonskin caps and 
backwoods garb, were guyed in the streets 
of Atlanta before they could obtain arms 
and equipment to go to the front, and 
what a fighting record they made on 
Virginia battlefields. Many of his aner- 
dotes were humorous and others full of 
pathos. He spoke of the presentiments 
that came to the soldier. forewarning his 
death, and asserted that in many in- 
stances they proved true. He re‘ated the 
only one he had ever had, which proved 
a ludicrous but gratifying failure. He 
paid a beautiful tribute to northern and 
southern womanhood as exemplified by 
the part played by women during war 
days, and particularly one to his wife in 
connection with a personal incident at 
Bull Run. He eulogized Lee and Jackson 
in rhetoric as lofty as his theme, amid 
@ storm of applause. His lecture through- 
out breathed sentiments of the broadest 
liberality and patriotism, and his perora- 
tion wag especially fine.

The result was that after a very brief 
discussion the comnmiittee recommended 
the passage by council both of the reso- 
lution prepared by City Attorney Mayson 
looking to the securing of necessary 
amendments to the city’s charter which 
will give the right to tax franchises and 
of the Reed ordinance providing for the 
taxation of the gross receipts of street 
railroad companies whenever the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company secures a 
new franchise or makes an extension. 

It is probable that the attempt to secure 
charter amendments will be violently op- 
posed before the legislature, as it affects 
practically every class of corporation com- 
ing under the head of public utilities. 

One of the noticeable features of the 
committee meeting was that while the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
was represented by counsel, neither of the 
street railroad companies manifested any 
opposition to the action taken. 

Amendments to the Charter. 

The matter of securing amendments to 
the city charter to provide for the taxa- 
tion of franchises and to remove the limit 
of license tax now fixed by the city char- 
ter was first taken up. 

A big stride would be made, Council- 
man Kontz said, if the city could secure 
the right to assess and tax property own- 
ed by railroads, but mot used for rail- 
road purposes, Seve 1 instances were 
mentioned where the city is losing money 
on this account. 

“We shoud fight this matter out. with- 
out delay,’’ said Alderman Johnson. ‘It 
may take three cr feur years, but the 
people are bound to win in the end.”’ 

Councilman Reed wanted to amend the 
resolution as prepared by the city attor- 
ney so as to make it apply to ‘“‘public ser- 
vice corporations,” in the third section. 
His object was to bring under the pro- 
visions of any law that may be passed 
telephone and ielegraph companies, ex- 
press companies, gas.and electric light 
companies as well as street railroad com- 
panies. There was some question, how- 
ever, as to whether steam railroad com- 
panies should not be excepted, for it will 
be practically impossible to change the 
law with regard to them, 

The weight of opinion was to thie effect 
that the city should ask for the whole 
thing, including all chieses of corpora- 
tions in the power to tax, and leave the 
result to the generosity of the legisiature. 
Councilman Reed thereupon withdrew his 
amendment. 

What the City Will Ask For. 

The city will probably ask the legisla- 
ture at its coming session for plenary 
powers with regard to taxing franchises 
and corporate property. The following is 
the resolution as it was recommended by 
the joint committee, and as it will prob- 
ably be passed by council: 

Resolution by Tax Committee—Be it 
resolved by the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta that the 
committee on ordinances and legisla- 
tion be requested to procure legisla- 
tion as follows at the approaching 
session of the general assembly of the 
state of Georgia: 

1,An amendment to the charter of 
the city of Atlanta striking therefrom 
the limitation of $200 on the power of 
the city to tax or charge for the reg- 
istration of occupations and trades in 
said city. 

2. The repeal of that portion of the 
act of 1890 providing for the assess- 
ment and collection of taxes of rail- 
roads due municipalities to be made 
by and through the office of the comp- 
troller general of the_state of Georgia, 
and providing for the assessment and 
collection of such taaes by municipali- 
ties as other taxes aré assessed and 
collected. 

3. The passage cf an act specifically 
declaring and defining the franchiges 
held by corporations as property, and

Reed Ordinance Recommended. 

The joint committee passed favorably 
upon the ordinance of Councilman Reed 
in less time than it acted upon the other 
matter. The ordinance, which has been 
under consideration for some time, was 
read by Councilman Kontz, and on motion 
of Alderman Kilpatrick, seconded by 
Councilman Glass, it was unanimously 
recommended that if be passed by coun- 
cil. The Reed ordinance is as follows: 

By Councilman Reed—An ordinance providing 
conditions to be annexed to street railway 
franchises hereafter granted. 

Section |. Be it ordained by the mayor and 
general council of the city of Atlanta, that 
any person, firm or corporation applying for 
and receiving a grant from said city for power 
and authority to construct, equip and operate 
a line or lines of street railway, or extensions 
or additions to, or changing any existing sys- 
tem or line of street railway, upon any street, 
or streets, or public places or portions thereof 
in sald city of Atlanta, shall thereafter, for 
themselves, their successors and assigns, be 
held and subject to pay to the said city 
of Atlanta a percentage not exceeding 5 per 
cent per annum of the gross receipts of the 
street railway business conducted by such per- 
son, firm or corporation, Said percentage to 
be fixed by the mayor and general council in 
their discretion, as to the time of payment, 
manner of collection, and when to be paid, not 
exceeding the sum above named, and shall be 
collected upon the entire receipts of such per- 
son, firm or corporation, whether such grants 
be for an entirely new system or line of street 
railway or for any addition to or extension 
of or change of any existing system or line 
of street railway. 

Sec, 2. Be it further ordained that the per- 
centage above provided for shall not be en- 
forced against or collected from any person, 
firm or corporation owning and operating a 
line of street railway in said city of Atlanta, 
until such time as the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company, by applying to said city for a 
nhew grant or extension or addition or change 
of existing line or lines of their street rail- 
ways, or by operation of law or otherwise, 
shall be held and subject to the payment of 
the percentage provided for by section | of 
this ordinance whereupon each and every per- 
gon, firm or corporation owning or operating 
a line or system of street railway within the 
said city of Atlanta shall likewise be held and 
bound for the payment of said percentage 
herein provided for. 


Mr. Moyers Talks. 


W. T. Moyers. who was present as the 
representative of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company, said when asKed about 
the resolution looking to charter amend- 
ments: 

“We have no objection to any law. or- 
dinance or charter amendment by which 
a fair, honest rate of taxation may be 
fixed on all corporations. In fact, we 
are in hearty sympathy with any move 
looking to the collection of a proper tax 
from all corporations. We have volunta- 
rily borne more than our proportionate 
share of the burdens of taxation for many 
years, We have no objection to the reso- 
lution prepared by City Attorney Mayson. 

“As to the Reed ordinance, that has 
been thoroughly discussed and there was 
no reason why we should now enter any 
opposition to it.” 

The plan to amend the city’s charter 
as outlined in the Mayson resolution is 
a sweeping one, and there is little doubt 
that it will meet violent opposition. from 
many sources

Franchise Tax. 


WILL BE ‘A FIGHT IN BOARD 


Commissioner Brown’s Resolution 
Will Meet Opposition, 


ABOUT SIX MILLIONS IS INVOLVED 


If Commissioners Act Favorably the 
Matter Will Be Carried Into 
Court. a 


It was learned yesterday that the Indl- 
cations point to a favorable report by 
County Attornev Rosser on the question 
of whether the county can collect back 
taxes on the franchises of street railway 
ecrporations. The movement to collect 
this back tax was inaugurated at the last 
regular meeting of the board of county 
commissioners by Commissioner Walter 
R. Brown and the question was referred 
to the county attorney for investigation 
as to the right of the county to proceed 
in the matter. 

The county attorney has not yet pre- 
pared his report. but he will have it in 
readiness for the commisstoners at the 
special meeting of the board to be held 
next Wednesday. Should the report be 
favorable to the taxing of the franchises 
there is little doubt but that a hot fight, 


will result in the board. 
Opposition to the plan has already been 


manifested and the movement will likely 
result in one‘of the most vigorous con- 
tests that has enlivened the sessions of 
the county commissioners for some time. 
The question of taxing street railway 
franchises is at present a question of 
great interest in Atlanta and the oywtcome 
of the movement in the county board 
will be closelv watched. 

It is understood that the question ia 
volves in the neighborhood of $6,000,000, 
the resolution of Commissioner Brown 
providing for the taxation of other prop- 
erties in addition to franchises. If the 
county should finally win out in the 
firht the taxation of this amount would 
realize a neat sum. 

But even if the county board acts fa- 
vorably on the resolution the matter 
will no doubt be carried into the courts 
and a bitter contest will result there be- 
fore disposition is made of it. Commis- 
sioner Brown expresses confidence in the 
success of the movement.

It was then the recorder sighed and 
wished that the mayor was present to de- 
cide the cases. 

The police have been notified to arrest 
any person caught driving a poor, starved 
horse or mule in the city. Tuesday 
morning two cases were made—one 
against Mrs. R. E. Johnson, a poor white 
woman who lives near the waterworks 
station, and the other against J. W. 
Rice, a poor old white man who drives a 
small horse and wagon into the city 
from the country. 

Mrs. Johnson‘s horse was hardly able 
to stand up without leaning against the

“I feed the horse,’’ she stated, “‘but he 
has sore gums and can’t chew much.”

COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE 


Board Will Object to the Sale of 
More Lots at Oakland. 


KEITH’S CLAIM 1S NOT SETTLED 


City Attorney Mayson Sends in an 
Opinion Recognizing the Pay- 
ment of Claim as Legal. 


At its next meeting the board of health 
will enter a protest against the interment 
of anv more bodies in Oakland cemetery 
except in private lots that may not be 
already filled. 

At the session of the boani yesterday 
afternoon. Dr. Benson called the atten- 
tion of the members to the fact that 
excavations are going on at the old ceme- 
tery in the pauper section, bodies being 
moved out, presumably, he stated, for the 
purpose of opening up new lots for sale 
to the public. 

Dr. Benson said he had gathered his 
information from inquiries made in the 
neighborhood after seeing the men at 
work. Personally he expressed himself 
vigorously as opposed to the sale of any 
more lots in Oakland for sanitary rea- 
sons. j 

Mr. Burton Smith moved that a com- 
mittee of two be appointed to investigate 
the matter and ascertain by whose au- 
thority the excavations in the pauper 
section of the cemetery were being made. 

President Jarnagin appointed Dr. Ben- 
son and Mr. Burton Smith on the com- 
mittee with instructions to report as soon 
as possible. 

As the board had no definite facts be- 
fore it other than the statement of a 
hearsay nature from Dr. Benson, the sub- 
ject Was not discussed at length. 

It was evident, however, from the re- 
marks made at the meeting that the 
board is almost unanimously opposed to 
the excavation of pauper bodies and the 
offering of pauper ground for sale. It 
was remarked that if the work is going 
on it was done dn all probability with the 
consent of the cemetery committee of 
council. 

The report of the committee to investi- 
gate the subject will be submitted at the 
next meeting of the board and if the 
facts bear out the statement made yes- 
terday it is likely that council will soon 
hear from the board of health, 

Keith To Receive Claim. 

The opinion of City Attorney Mayson 
on the legality of recognizing the claim 
of Inspector Keith for services rendered 
the department was presented at the 
meeting. Keith claims that his work in 
collecting evidence against former Sani- 
tary Chief Lowry was wholly outside of 
his ordinary duties.and he asks the city 
for remuneration therefor. he opinion 
of the city attorney, while holding that 
Keith has no vafidg claim on, the city, 
states that the payment can be made 
legally. Mr. Burton Smith stated that 
he concurred fully with the city attorney 
in his opinion that the city could not be 
held to pay the claim, still the splendid 
service Keith had performed in securing 
-information that could: not be obtained 
elsewhere as to the loose conduct of the 
sanitary department entitled him to some 
recognition at the hands of the board. 

Owing to the absence of members of the 
board action on the city attorney's opin- 
ion was postponed until the next meet- 
ing. 

Sanitary Chief Hope called the atten- 
tion of the board to the city’s spring 
cleaning, showing that on April Ist 271,326 
square yards of Atianta streets were 
swept chean and that in six days of that 
week 1,627,965 square yards were covered.

Vice President Spalding Makes a 
Statement to Committee. 


SAYS COMPANIES ARE ONLY AGENTS 


He Will Petition Council To Relieve 
Companies from Operation of 
the fi. fas. 


The city will proceed to levy on the 
rroperty of the Southern Iron Car iine 
end kinired organizations, represented in 
Atlanta by. E. C. Spalding, vice-president. 

Mr. Spalding appeared before the tax 
committee yesterday and made a state- 
ment with regard to the status of the 
companies he represents. 

The tax committee had directej the 
city marshal to issues fl. fas. against 
these companies upon a showing made 
by Tax Investigator J. T. Collier, and 
these’ fi. fas. are now outstanding 

It wes Mr. Spalding’s desire to stop the 
levy under these fi. fas. until he can 
bring the matter to the attention of coun- 
cil and, if possible, have them with- 
Grewn. Mr. Spalding stated to the com- 
mittee that these companies did not own 
the property against which the city has 
issved fi. fas., but merely acted as agents 
for other parties, bondholders and oth- 
ers, to whom the property really belongs. 
It is not, he stated, owned in the state. 

The tax committee could not take any 
action in the matter. as it was without 
suthority to recall the fi. fas. Mr. Spald- 
ing’s only recourse, therefore, is by peti- 
tion to council, and he will present a’ pe- 
tition to that body next Monday after- 
neon setting forth his side of the case 
with a view to showing that the prop-, 
erty in question, consisting of railroad 
cars, is not Hable to the city for taxa- 
tion. 


Levies Will Be Made. 

In the meantime the city, it is stated, 
will proceed to levy on the cars belong- 
ing to these corporations, and it may be 
that those found in the city will be 
chained and locked to the track unless 
some satisfactory arrangement is made, 
or the courts are called on to intervene. 

Mr. Collier has found within the city 
limits about 200 railroad cars belonging 
to the Express Coal line, which is one of 
the companies in question. This com- 
peny, as are all the others, is incorpo- 
rated in Georgia. Mr. Spalding contended 
that the bondholders have taken posses- 
sion of these cars and that the company 
is acting merely as their agent. rhe 
plate indicating the company 48 owner, 
however, still remains on the cars. 

There were also found about 300 cars 
leased to different lines belonging to the 
Southern Iron Car line, the Express Coal 
line and to Silas W. Burt, receiver for 
certain series of the Southern Iron Car 
line. Other companies similarly involvea 
are the Atlanta Coal and Stone line, the 
Scutheastern line‘and the. Express Freight 
line. 

Another of the companies against 
which fi. fas. were issued at the samé 
time was the Virginia and Alabama Coal 
Company. A representative of this cOm- 
pany, however, went before the proper 
authorities at the city hall and made af- 
fidavit to the fact that his company 
leased its cars from the Southern [fron 
Car line and did not own them. 

The county commissioners have asked 
for the evidence relating to these compa- 
nies as gathered by Mr. Collier, and the 
tax committee authorized him to furnish 
it: to them. Comptroller General W. A. 
Wright is also investigating the same 
ecmpanies with a view to collecting from 
them whatever taxes may be due the 
state,

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The recent granting of the electric 
lighting franchise to the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company and the apparent re- 
vival of the fight between the two con- 
tending factions after a short .cessation 
of hostilities and persistent talk of com- 
bination has caused considerable talk 
among those who keep up with city af- 
fairs. A party of five gentlemen were 
discussing the matter yesterday and no 
two of them seemed to agree as to what 
the two interests were going to do. One 
of the party who has watched the fight 
carefully remarked: 

‘While the papers have been full of 
talk about the two railroads consolidat- 
ing and the public generally has been ex- 
pecting it, there really seems to have 
been no substantial reason for it. The 
fact that there was a hitch in getting 
the electric lighting franchise through, 
of course, increased the talk of consoli- 
dation, but now that it has been granted, 
that reason for expecting consolidation 
at least has vanished. As far as the 


guesswork, for those who have their 
money in the enterprises here are not 
going to let the public know what is go- 
ing on. , 

“One thing is sure, and that fs if the 
two companies are not going to get 
together it won’t be a long time before 
the fight to elect councilmen this fall 
will begin.

Injury from the X-Ray. 

Scientific American: The question as to 
whether the application of the X-rays to 
the human body causes any pain to the 
patient undergoing tha treatment has 
aroused widespread discussion, but ac- 
cording to a recent case that happened 
in England it is evident severe suffering 
is occasionally inflicted by their applica- 
tion. A lady @& years of age, while cy- 
cling, met with an accident which was 
supposed to have fractured her thigh. 
Shortly afterwards an eruption broke out 
in her stomach and. to diagnose the oase 
the Roentgen ray apparatus was brought 
into use. The lady eventually succumbed 
to the malady and at the inquest which 
followed a letter was read in which she 
stated that she had suffered untold ago- 
nies by the “cruel ‘overexposure of the 
X-rays." The photographer stated that 
he made two. exposures of thirty-five 
minutes and forty-five minutes, respect- 
ively. The surgeon who was present at 
the exposures and superintended the op- 
eratiotis stated that death was due to the 
exhaustion from shock produced by the 
fracture of the thigh and the application 
of the X-rays. 

Expert evidence upon the subject was 
given by Dr. Lewis Jones, the medical 
officer in charge of the electrical depart- 
ment of 8t. Bartholomew’s hospital, Lon- 
don, who said he considered that the ex- 
posures had been normal. He had dis- 
covered in the course of his investiga- 
tions that some people were sénsifive to 
thé rays, while others experienced an im- 
munity from their effects. This was be- 
lieved to be due to the condition of the 
skin at various times. There was always 
a risk of skin burn where the exposures 
were prolonged, but he had never heard 
of death being attributable to the X-ray 
burn. The jury, however, returned a 
verdict that the woman d@ied from shock 
and exhaustion following an accident and 
the effects of the X-rays upoh a weak- 
ened system. The photographer ».and 
surgeon were exonerated from all re- 
sponsibility. z

Than to State and County. 


AN INVESTIGATION ASKED FOR 


Councilmen Want To Know Whether 
the Company Still Has 
That Right.

The tax and ordinance committees of 
council yesterday directed the city at- 
torneyv to inquire into the matter of the 
exemptions . from taxation of the Gate 
City Gas Light Company and report to 
thes committees as to the rights of the 
company and of the city in the premises. 

During the discussion of the resolution 
looking to the amendment of the city’s 
charter with a view to taxing all cor- 
porate property. it was stated that the 
gas company is now returning its proper- 
ty to the city at a valuation $100,000 less 
than its return to the state and county. 

‘That.’ sald Councilman Reed. ‘“‘is due 
to a provision in the company’s charter 
granted in 1855. The charter then granted 
was for fifty years and has five more 
years to run.” 

“But all those exemptions were wiped 
out by the constitution of 1877,” said Al- 
derman Johnson. 

There was considerable discussion on 
the subject and some thought a way 
might be found to make the company re- 
turn as great a valuation to the city as 
to the state and county. In the hope that 
something might be accomplished in this 
direction City Attorney Mayson was 
asked to investigate the legal aspect of 
the matter and report:upon it. , 


Sails Can Outrun Steam. 

New York Commercial Advertiser: 
What may be called a side light on the 
discussion in regard to the ship subsidy 
bill is thrown by the latest report upon 
ship building in the Maine yards. At 
Bath, Belfast, Waldoboro and Machias 
the aggregate tonnage last year was: 65,- 

, and already contracts for 1901 war- 
rant an estimate of 60,000, and that is 
certain to be eonsiderably increased. But 
the most interesting phase of the work 
is the rapid evolution from wooden to 
steel ship building which is going on in 
these yards without other encourage- 
ment than the enterprise of owners and 
a large demand. The yards are being 
enlarged for the building of bigger ves- 
sels, both wooden and steel, though the 
former are not expected to be made in 
such large numbers as the latter. 

It is the develonment of the four, five 
and six masted steel sailing vessel that 
attracts the most attention. One of these 
recently made the voyage from New 
York to Yokohama.-in from two to three 
weeks lees time than a steamer with » 
speed of eleven knots an hour. Another 
made the run from New York to Bruns- 
wick, Ga., in only a day longer than 
steamship schedule time. These are sir- 
nificant facts, because they refer to an 
industry only on the threshold of its 
development. The carrying capacity of 
some of the largest of these vessels is 
about 56,590 tons, 2,000 more than the 
ordinary tramp steamer of the smaller 
class. Altogether the promise of the 
Maine shipyards is one of the remarka- 
ble phases of a revived industry.

POLITICAL AND PERSONAL 
AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


The expected legal fight between state 
house officials growing out eof the attt- 
tude of State Treasurer Park toward tha 
public property fund—his refusal tc wr: 
row from it for the purpose of paying 
schcol teachers because cf the ecnstitu- 
tional provision—was the principal sub- 
ject discussed at the state capitol yester- 


dey and the day before. The _§ sto- 
ry, as published exclusively in 
The Constitution, excited great inter- 


est among al! the state officials, and they 
are all anxious to know what the out- 
come is going to be. There was a vari- 
ety of opinion expressed by them in dis- 
cussing the matter. The tenor of’ opin- 
ion at the capitol. with regard to th? 
matter may be stated in this #vay: It 
was thought that Attorney General Ter- 
rell was correct in his. opinion, but that 
Treasurer Park had plenty of ground to 
stand on in his refusal to touch the 
morey. In other words, state officals 
generally said had they been in the 
treesurer’s. Office they would have used 
the money as proposed under the author- 
ity before them. They would not, they 
sald, have questioned an act of the leg- 
islature signed by the governor as to its 
corstitutionality until that question had 
been determined by the courts. At the 
same time they considered that the 
state treasurer had a perfect right to 
take the stand he dces, and to demand 
‘the authority of the supreme court be- 
fcrc he pays the mecrey out. The state 
offictais think it unfortunate that the 
state should have to borrow money and 
pay interest on it when there is money 
in the treasury that might just as well 
be used temporarily for the purpose for 
which it is needed. 


Things were somewhat more quiet 
around the capitol yesterday, due to the 
absence of the governor and members of 
the prison commission. The wheels of 
the executive office have stopped, and 
the prison commission has disposed of 
practically all of the important business 


before it. Chairman J. S. Turner went 
back to Eatonton in order to 
aiterd the funeral of Dr. R. BRB.

The raising of live 
stock is besoming an important feature 
of the state farm. and as the industry 
grows there the necessity becomes more 
apparent for increased pasturage. The 
commission may make a purchase within 
a few weeks. 


+ Etate Entomologist W. M. Scott has 
éccepted an invitation to attend the East 
Tennessee farmers’ convention to be held 
in Knoxville, May 2ist, 22d and 231. This 
is always one of the largest conventions ' 
of its kind held in the south, and many 
rratters of importance and interest to 
farmers are dealt with. Mr. Scott will 
probably present to the convention a few 
up-to-date points on ‘“‘bugs,”’ especially 
‘hose varieties with which he has to deal 
in the course of his professional labors.
